ROOTED CUTTINGS 


The varieties listed here are for spring shipment, April 
and May for cutside planting, or if you want to 
transplant inside first, delivery can be made earlier. 
The transplants are rooted cuttings planted out in beds 
in full sun in the early summer. Azaleas and Heathers 
especially benefit with a good quantity of peat moss 
added to the soil.

The rooted cuttings are available from fall to spring 
delivery, with a few exceptions. Most of them are extra 
heavy rooted cuttings which have been in the sand 
one year or more. The transplants are almost two- 
year stock. Dwarf varieties such as Gumpo, etc., are 
about 3-6” spread, while faster growers, Such as Bene- 
gire, Sherwoodi, etc., are about 9-12” tall. Transplants 
are shipped with small amount of soil clinging to roots. 


All varieties which are priced $6.00 per 100 for R. Gc; 
can be supplied at $50 per 1000. 250 of a variety at the 
1000 rate, or 100 of a variety at the 1000 rate if you 
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order not less than 3 varieties (300 plants). This also 
applies.at the 1000 rate on Tr. which are priced at 
$140.00 per 1000 for those marked $16.00 per 100. 


It is best to give Azalea rooted cuttings protection 
from wind and sun the first winter to prevent the bark 
from cracking. This can be done by building frames 
1 foot high around the beds and shade with lath or 
other material. Also it is well to hold up on fertilizers 
after July and not to water much after Sept. 1. This 
acts to harden off the wood, making them much har- 
dier against severe cold weather.
